CLUB BOYS IN CALIFORNIA 
IN BEAN SEED BUSINESS 


Developing beans 
that 
bear 
185 
pods to the plant, while the average 
num ber on an ordinary plant is 40, is 
w hat the C alifornia boys’ agricultural 
clubs tfre doing. 
Some club mem bers 
have found plants bearing as high us 
460 pods, according to field reports 
received by the I nited S tates d ep art­ 
ment of agriculture. 
The demand For 
selected bean seed in C alifornia ha^ 
increased to such an extent th a t 26 
club m em b er in the Salinas valley 
wiil soon make a regular business of 
selling this seed to farm ery. 
This 
new enterprise is the outgrow th of 
the success attained by applying the 
scientific methods taught by dem on­ 
strato rs in the extension work of the 
United S tates departm ent of agricul­ 
ture and the state agricultural col­ 
lege. 
Each ><ar members of these 
boys’ clubs are required to select at 
least ten of their best plants from 
which to choose th** finest stock. 
Se­ 
lected seeds from these are planted 
and only plants showing high-yield 
strains are made use of for fu rth er 
cultivation. 
This method is continued 
until the quality of the seed has been 
brought up to the highest standard. 
And every season a greater acreage is 
planted. 
These seed dem onstrations have so 
completely convinced the farm ers that 
m any of the fathers of the lads are 
going 
into 
partnership 
with 
their 
sons, agreeing to finance the business 
and furnish land needed for the pur­ 
pose. 
H err’s the method adopted by 
a Salinas valley boys’ club mem ber, 
one of the pioneers in the seed busi­ 
ness: Three years ago he made hi* 
ten-plant selection, cultivating only a 
lim ited plot; the next season this se­ 
lected yield w as planted on a larger 
scale. 
This year, following the ap ­ 
proved m ethod, he has thirty acres 
of high-yielding stock. 
The coming 
season he intends still fu rth er to in­ 
crease his acreage and have his dad 
as a p artn er. 


from Minneapolis, Minn. 
“ H orrible, isn’t it, but true,” he 
said to a friend who m et him in a 
French village and asked w hat he ! 
was doing. 
“ My particular outfit of 
men have sold ten babies in the last 
ten days and we expect to sell a hun­ 
dred more w ithin the next two months. 
Why, 
it’s the g reatest business in 
France today—th is selling of babies 
to soldiers. 
We have been w orking 
with a bunch of men up pretty close 
to the front lately, and when pay day 
comes around th ere’s nothing much to 
do w ith th eir money. 
So we Y. M. 
C. A. men began to figure out some­ 
thing to offset th at. 
“ There are 59 m en in a platoon, and 
we suggested th a t each platoon should 
adopt a baby on pay day. It costs 500 
francs to take care of a baby for one 
year, and th a t m eant th at all but nine 
men in a platoon should pay 5 francs 
each on the first instalm ent anil 5 
francs each on the following pay day. 
Making a paym ent each tim e of 250 
francs, or the 500 in all. 
Each pla­ 
toon elects a leader, who acts as a go- 
between, for the babies are bought 
through the baby departm ent of the 
S tars and Stripes. 
On the paym ent 
of the second and final instalm ent the 
leader gets seven pictures of the child 
in various poses. 
It will be possible 
for one platoon to take up six babies 
a year, for it would mean about a 
dollar from each m an on every pay 
day, which comes around about twice 
in two m onths. 
One man said to me 
the other day: ‘Gee, Sawyer, this baby 
business is great. Who wouldn’t rath er 
have a baby than a ja g ? ”
